A NEW POISON. 


It is well known that illness occasionally | 
follows cheese eating. A few years ago 
nearly ali the cheese that was produced one 
week by a large Ohio cheese } abe caused 
sickness to all who ate of it. The same 
trouble occurred from eating cheese made in 
a Michigan factory last year. What the cause 
was that brought about such a result, was a 
mystery. An investigation was instituted, 
and the matter placed in the hands of Prof. 
Vaughan of the Michigan State Board of 
Health, who has made a report of bis inves- | 
tigations. 

The samples of cheese examined had no 


| peculiarities of appearance, odor, or taste by | 


which they could be distinguished from those 
of good cheese. Of two pieces, one poison- 
a dog or cat

fessor thinks this is due to an acuteness of 


The 


Possibly if a person tasted a cheese knowing 
that it was poisonous he might detect a sharp- 
ness of taste which would not ordinarily be 
noticed. But there is no certain means, 
aside from a chemical examination, by which 
a poisonous cheese can be distinguished from 
a wholesome one. The most trustworthy, 
ready method of examination is to press a 
strip of blue litmus paper against a freshly 
cut surface of the cheese. If the paper is 
reddened instantly and intensely, the cheese | 
may be regarded with suspicion. When 
treated in this way any green cheese will red- 
den the litmus paper, but ordinarily the red- 
dening will be produced slowly and will be 
slight. If the piece of cheese is dry it should 
be rubbed up with an equal volume of water 
and the paper should then be dipped in the 
water. Dre Vaughn thinks that grocerymen 
should apply this test to every fresh cheese. 

After a long and determined hunt the Pro- 
fessor succeeded in isolating the poison, 
which will now pass into chemical science | 
under the name of tyrotoxicon. It is found | 
to be a product of imperfect putrefaction in 
the cheese, and it occurs in the manufacturing | 
vat, for the curd itself has been known to | 
poison persons. Tyrotoxicon appears in the 
form ot needle shaped crystals, which are 
freely soluble in water. The smallest visible | 
fragment of a crystal plac ed upon the tongue 
caused a sharp, stinging pain and in a few 
minutes dryness and constriction of the throat. 
A slightly larger amount produced vomiting 
nausea, and diarrbea. The isolated poison 
has a sharp, pungent odor, but in the cheese | 
the taste and odor of the poison are both mo- 
dified beyond recognition. The poison is vol- | 
atile, and even poisonous cheese may be eaten 
after it is cooked. 

The symptoms observed in cheese poison- 
ing are similar to those caused by the tyro- 
toxicon, with the addition of headache, double 
vision, and marked nervous prostration. In | 
rare instances the sufferer dies from collapse. | 
— Mercantile Journal. 





BurninG up Forrunes.—‘'If the original 
forests of the States of Indiana and Ohio were 
standing today,” says a lumber buyer, ‘‘their 
valuation would be many times greater than the 
farms which they were sacrificed to improve. 
In making their farms, the settlers in those 
States destroyed millions and millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of black walnut.

PATCHES, 
Great Britain. 

The Parliamentary elections will be held on the 
14th of November. A conference of the recognized 
leaders of all factions of the Liberal party will be 
held early in October, in order to come to some 
general understanding. All efforts thus far made 
to induce Mr. Gladstone to make a pronouncement 
have failed. He has promised to write a political 
address this fall to his Midlothian constituency, 
but he has fixed the date for the issue of this letter 
so that it will be some time after the October meet- 
ing. In this letter the ex-premier will state and 
explain at length the platform of principles he 
The programme is con- 
fidently predicted to be, in brief, reform of local 
government, of the land laws, and of parliamentary 
procedure. The question of the disestablishment 
of the Scottish Church will not be made a test 
If the whigs and radicals can reach a 
common understanding for the campaign, Mr. 
Gladstone, it is thought, will formally indorse it, 
and add the necessary elements to attract the ma- 
jorities of the other factions, thus starting his party 
with a united front in the coming contest. 

Russia and England have signed a proctocol de 
fining the Russo-Afghan frontier, and the commis- 
sion will meet in November to complete the details.

Germany. 

The Caroline Islands affair is hardly yet out of 
the woods, but it appears that Spain has apolo- 
gized to Germany for the affront recently offered 
to the German embassy at Madrid. It is said that 
the object of Germany in annexing the Carolines 
was to obtain a port of call for ships bound to New 
Guinea. She also expects an increase of trade 
with the Pacific on the conpletion of the Panama 
Canal. Itis significant that just at the time the 
German cruising squadron which has returned to 
Kiel has been put under orders to refit for the 
North Atlantic. The Admiralty has postponed the 
usual discharge of naval reserves. The squadron 
will take supplies for six months and be ready for 
immediate use. All ironclads on foreign stations 
have been ordered by telegraph to prepare for any 
emergency. The German squadron at Zanzibar 
has been ordered to get ready to sail for the Medi- 
iterranean. 

Spain. 


There are occasional manifestations of a riotous 
character in the principal cities of Spain, over the 
dispute with Germany, and it is still found neces- 
sary to maintain a guard over the German Lega- 
tion at Madrid. The people are full of bravado, 
and indulge in the wildest demonstrations against 
not only Germany, but as well the disposition of 
the government to avoid a quarrel which could 
only end in disaster. 

The reports of cholera for the week ending last 
Sunday show that the disease is stationary in the 
provinces of Santander and Barcelona, and in all 
the other infected provinces there has been a steady 
decrease. During the first twelve days of Septem- 
ber, the total number of cases of cholera reported 
in Madrid was 10,661, and for the whole of Spain 
for the same period 23,644. The total number of 
deaths from the disease throughout Spain during 
the same time was 6379. The disease bas almost 


wholly disappeared from the provinces of Valencia, 
Marca, Saragossa, and Granada. 


General Despatches. 


The United States man-of-war Quinebaug was 
recently repaired at the Turkish arsenal at Pera, 
and the Sultan declined to permit the U. S. govern- 
ment to pay for the same. 

The cholera has made its appearance in Sicily, 
and many Italian towns are calling for a rigid 
quarantine against the scourge.

“RICHING Vs. PROVIDENCE.”’

Jacob Riching sat alone in his solid, old- 
fashioned house in Washington Square. Fasb- | 
ionable New York had moved up town, but 
Jacob Riching had no idea of following. He 
was a stern, hard man, not fond of change.

DOMESTIC RECEIPTS. 
Cooking for the Sick. 


Tra Mitk Puncu.—With one well-beaten 
egg, beat a teaspoonful or so of sugar. Stir 
in a small glass of new milk and a cup of very 
hot tea. Sweeten to the taste. 

Grave Juice. — Squeeze two pounds of 
Catawba grapes in a coarse cloth, after picking 
them from the stems.- Add three tablespoon- 
fuls of loaf sugar, and when this is dissolved, 
add one cup of cold water. Surround it with 
ice until very cold. 

Mvurron broru.—Cut up a pound of lean 
mutton into small pieces and add a quart of 
cold water. Let it simmer for three hours, 
skim and add a pinch of salt. Strain, cool 
and remove the fat if there is any. 

Mitk Puppinc.—Take two tablespoonfuls 
of clean rice or sago and soak in warm water 
for two hours, then drain. Stir it in a pint 
of milk, add a little sugar and bake or boil 
for an hour. 

Lemon Je_ty.—Dissolve an ounce of isin- 
glass in a pint of water, add a pound of loaf 
sugar, and the juice and rind of two lemons. 
Boil for ten minutes and strain it into a 
mould. 

Ecc Cream.—Beat the yolks of four eggs, 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar and the rind 
(grated lightly) and juice of a small lemon, 
or orange. Add a teaspoonful of powdered 

| sugar to the whites of the eggs and beat until 
stiff. Place the beaten yolks in a vessel in a 
pot of boiling water and cook gently, stirring 
all the time. When it thickens, stir in the 
whites until thoroughly mixed, then cool. 

| Serve in small glasses.

graham crackers split; sprinkle on a pinch of 
salt, and cover with boiling water. Set the 
bowl in a saucepan of boiling water, and let 
it stand thirty minutes, till the crackers look 
clear.

Corn Meat Gruew. — Mix three table- 
spoonfuls of corn meal with a little cold water 
and stir it into a quart of boiling water with 
a teaspoonful of salt. Boil one hour, strain 
and serve. 

Apple WATER Roast two sour apples 
and pour over them a quart of boiling water. 
Cover and let it stand for half an hour. A 
pint of washed dried apples may be used in- 
stead of the roasted apples.

POLISHING HIS BROTHER’S SKEL- 
ETON. 


Hong Dot, of E. Lung’s laundry, No. 12 
Stenpthenstia Ave. will begin his return trip 
to China in about four weeks. The purpose 
of his long journey is to take home the re 
mains of his brother, Hong Shing, who died 
here six years ago. The two Hongs came to 
Indianapolis in 1874, but Shing, the younger. 
who was twenty years of age, was sickly and 
always required a good deal of his brother's 
attention. When he died he was buried in 
Crown Hill to wait Hong Dot's time for re- 
moving the remains to the family resting 
place in China. 

Day before yesterday Shing’s grave was re- 
opened. The skeleton was taken to Kregelo 
& Whitsett’s, where Dot, with brotherly care, 
prepared it for transportation across the 
country to San Francisco, where it will be 
placed in the care of the Six Companies, who 
will see that it is sent to the Flowery King- 
dom. Dot, in caring for his brother's bones, 
would have no one help him but a negro, who 
did not readily take tothe work. The China- 
man’s example of industry, however, seemed 
to beat down his objections, and the African 
and Mongolian washed, scoured, wiped dry, 
and neatly packed every atom of the late 
Shing for the journey to the last resting- 
place. 

When the coflin was opened, all the bones had | 
fallen apart and lot was very solicitous lest | 
a scrap would be over-looked. At the under- | 
taking establishment an inventory was taken, | 
when the devoted brother and his colored 
assistant went to work in scraping and wash- 
ing. ‘The latter process was done twice, and 
then came additional scouring and polishing, 
even to the finger and toe nails, which had 
been closely collected. The thighbones, when | 
they came from the hands of Dot and the | 
African, were ivory white. Shing’s skull, | 
after being washed inside and out, was filled | 
with costly muslin. The teeth were carefully | 
cleaned and polished.
